It. is 
doing nothing to educate the farmers’ ‘children 
for farming life except by alittle desultory, | ™*Y 
narrow-based nature study. 


Something has been done to eliminate bovine} 


tuberculosis and. to prevent its transfer from 
animals to human beings—but mainly. through 
private effurt. -The poorer farmers. would ob- 
ject to stringent laws on. this subject and the 
department only follows public’ ‘sentiment, 
never leads. Such improved methods as are 
in vogue are due to the teaching in ihe O.A.C., 
and the preaching in the farm journals.
